Selectmen's Report. 



To the Tax- payers of the Town of Proctor: — 

Under Act 56 of the Laws of 1892, the expenditure of 
the highway money is now made by the Road Commissioner 
instead of the Selectmen, and we would refer you to his 
report of expenses upon the highways during the past year. 
The order drawn by your present board against the high- 
way account is in settlement of unpaid bills for the previous 
year. The village trustees have transferred $1,000 to the 
town highway account during the past year, the present 
highway indebtedness being 21,085.00. 

We have appraised with the selectmen of Pittsfoid and 
Rutland the school houses in Districts Nos. 6 and 10. The 
school property in District No. 10 was appraised at $450.00, 
and being located in the town of Proctor, we have paid to 
the town of Rutland,- |i 17.93 ^^cir interest in the same. 
The school property in District No. 6 was appraised at $565,- 
50, and being located in Pittsford, the selectmen of that town 
have paid to us $161.65 for our interest. There was also 
money in the treasury of that district of which we have 
received $38.70 as our interest.
